He was looking forward to two things when he 
got off the plane: telling his mother how much her letters had meant 
to him. and hearing his little nephews call him Uncle Michael. 

Pats\. a mother herself. was able to offer a sympathetic ear. She 
told him about her son’s return from fighting in Guam. When he got 
off the plane, he pulled Patsy into a long and heartfelt hug. It had 
meant the world to her. Before the plane landed, Patsy informed a 
flight attendant about Michael's time in Desert Storm. The attendant 
informed the pilot, who announced over the intercom: “It has come 
to my attention that we have a vip on board. He is a returning GI 
from Desert Storm and is in seat 12f. As a representative of this air- 
jine and a citizen of the United States of america, | salute you, 
Michael. and thank you for a job well done.” The other passengers 
broke out into enthusiastic applause, After the plane landed and the 
passengers filed off. Patsy lingered around the waiting area, hoping 
to See michael reunited with his family, She spotted them immedi- 
ately, It wasn’t hard to tell who Michael’s mother was. As soon as 
she spotted her son through the crowd she began to cry, and then to 
sob, til her tears spilled onto the floor. Michael went to the sobbing 
woman and wrapped his arms around her for a very long hug. After 
general hugs all around, Michael and his family heade down to the 
baggage claims area to wait on his luggage. A little boy scampered 
over to Michael and tugged on his slacks. Michael lifted him up in 
his arms. Someone asked the tyke, “honey, who's got you?” and the 
child answered, “Uncle Michael,”

Pick a pack thats 
friendly to your 
back 


Chances are vou were introduced to your first backpack either in 
the Boy Scouts or in the service of Uncle Sam, The Boy Scouts gaye 
Vou some Jatitude in selecting your pack and what you put in i 
Unele Sam selected it for you and told you what to put in i 
Backpacks, from the skinny fanny packs to the large transport pack 
frames. have improved considerably over the last few decades 

If you are going on an outing that doesn’t last much over 4 halt 
day, most people can get by with a fanny pack. Fanny packs, come 
ina variety of sizes, from one just large enough-to hold a small cam 
era to the larger multi-pocketed ones that rival the capacity of 
small backpack. When you find you are stuffing your fanny pack to 
the point the zipper is about to np, its me to move up toa back 
puck 

A common mistake is to buy one of the cheaper “book bag” packs 
made out of thin nylon or similar material. These may be fine for 
carrying schoolbooks from the house to the car und back, but they 
ean leave you with a backache at the end of a long day on the trail 
When selecting a day pack look for one with plenty of padding on 
the shoulder straps and the area next to your back. This will protect 
you from those sharp items that tend to rearrange themselves in a 
pack, Some daypacks come with a padded waist belt that helps dis: 
tribute weight between the shoulders and waist, Larger daypacks 
will also have compression straps on the side and top. These straps 
permit attaching bulky objects such as rolled up jackets, rain gear 
and fishing rods to the outside of the pack. 

| have an old top loading pack that closes with a drawstring. They 
are hard to beat for durability, as there are no zippers to go bad. It 
does require more planning when packing to insure items needed 
the most often will be near the top, An alternative to the top load- 
ing pack is the panel pack. Panel packs are opened and closed via 
a U shaped zipper. They are handy for getting to hard to reach 
items, but be careful with that zipper. 

I know what some of you are thinking, “I'm past the age of back 
packing through the boonies,” you say, That's not necessarily so, | 
talked to a salesman in a large sporting goods store recently and he 
told me their pack customers fall into two categor ies. He said sales

Boyd Hartzog sworn in as new police chief

The New Brockton Town 
Council confirmed the appoint- 
ment of the town’s new. chief of 
police Monday evening, Sept. 
22, at the regular monthly 
meeting. 

New Brockton mayor Charles 
Cole put an end to the search for 
a new police chief Monday, 
Sept. 8, when he appointed 
Boyd Hartzog as the new police 
chief, and, Monday evening he 
asked the town council to con- 
firm its support by approving a 
motion agreeing to accept his 
recommendation. 

With that request, the council 
voted unanimously to accept the 
mayor's recommendation to 
appoint Hartzog as chief of 
police for the Town of New 
Brockton. 

Immediately following the 
council’s vote, a swearing in 
ceremony was held with 12th 
Judicial Circuit Judge Steve 
Blair presenting the oath of 
office to Hartzog. 

Chief Hartzog is a law enforce- 
ment veteran with more than 30 
years of experience with the 
Alabama State Troopers office. 
He also served nearly 30 years 
with the Alabama National 
Guard. 

Cole said he is proud of the 
town’s decision to appoint 
Hartzog ds chief of police, and 
he feels this will be a good part- 
nership for the town, 

The town council gave special 


recognition to Mayor Cole 
Monday evening when it passed 
a resolution supporting him as a 
recipient of the Lawrence 
Deramus Award for 2003.
